But 
thsiF can not and must not be 
righted by the commissim*^ 
similar wrongs againat Germany 
andlier allies The world will 
not permit the commissicm of 
similar wrongs as a means of re* 
parati<m apd settlement. 

The cause being just and' holy, 
the settlement must be of like 
motive and quality. For this we

TabaccaTaUL 



It would not be a surprise if the 
government did not take steps toward 
limiting the production of tobacco, on 
account of the influence that the pres- 
ent fancy prices will have on its pro- 
duction next year. Tobacco is yield- 
ing to those grow it a more profitable 
return than other crop. There is dan- 
ger that the production of food stuffs 
will be hindered by the fact that far- 
mers will wheroTer the weed can be 
grown turn their attention largely to 
puttlnff in all tobacco next year. 

Seventeen cents a pound was consid- 
ered a fair price for Hurley in 191G. 
The average this year already bids 
fair to around 30 centa. AD dark to- 
baccos are ruling proportionatly high. 

Kentucky had 450,000 acres in to- 
bacco this year as agaidst 484,000 last 
year. The produdLion this year was 
438,750,000; last y*r 435,600,000. The 
total production lor the United States 
this year was 1,247,690,000 poiiBds;la8t 
year 1,150,622,<X)0 povads. 

Tobacco experts are forecasting re- 
cord breaking priQea ttiroughout the 
Kentucky markets this year as a re 
suit of the opening day's sales on the 
Barley market at Hone Cave, Ken- 
tucky, when 42,800 pounds of tobacco 
was sold at a general average of $28,40 
a hundred. The loweet prfee of the 
entire day was 2C cents, while some 
of the better classes brought as high 
aaMeeata. A big percentage of the 
sales ranged from 40 to 70 cents, the 
828 40 being a general average of the 
entire <tey.'

Will, write a short letter in regard 
to the false reports tint ai^ being oir* 
culated about the treatment of sol- 
ilier in cantonements throughout the 
U. 8. Tb» impression la made in 
some localities that we don't get suf- 
ficient food, clothing, bed oiothii^ 
and that our quarters are not snffl- 
eiently heated. That is false from tlie 
very beginning. It. would surprise 
any that hasn't been here, to visit 
tfiese quarters, to see the pains that 
have been taken to safeguard the 
lives and health of tjie soldiers in 
traininL'. I myself, expected to find 
poor quarters and e^^ipmeut when I 
eama'beie on aooonnt of (ihe r^ and 
haste to get our arnaies ready 4|r as^- 
vic^ in France, but I was greatly sar- 
prfaed and pleased to find it.to ttie 
eonUary. There is always some fel- 
lows ready to complain and they 
would keep it up if they were in a 
palace "and had a King's ration. 

Our Government is going to make 
this the Cleanest, best equipped and 
most efficient army in the world, and 
the many fathers and mothers at 
liofloe need not vrorry about their sons 
being neglected when it q^n possibly 
be helped, and by such a system as 
that there will be better results gain- 
ed when the U. S. army is mobilized 
in France, than was ever achieved by 
an eqoal nuaaber of men. ^ 

So considering the trying conditions 
our country is under at the present 
time, any person that .wlH aid in 
spreading or trying to spread dissat 
Isfactlpn in regard to the management 
of the Urmy should be dealt with se- 
verely. Those at home who are not 
able to serve in the army owing to de- 
pendents and physical disabilities 
should not allow themselves to be 
fooled into spreading such reports. 
Instead they should lend every bit of
